"goes" everywhere but in Philadel- 
phia. 


It was *i great victory in the city 


of New York—a collossal triumph of 
decency over dishonesty and corrup- 
tion—but the people there should b^ 
counseled by history. 
If the tiger 


comes back it will be with empty 
belly and ferocious appetite. 
The 


character of Mayor Low's administra- 
tion alon2 can prevent a return cf 
Tammany. 
V/e believe he will be 


equal to all that is required of him. 


One of the singular results of yes- 


terday's elections is the triumph of 
the union labor candidate for mayc*- 
in Sau Francisco. 
We believe this 


is the first instance where the labor 
issue has succeeded in a large city, 
and it is due to the industrial trou- 
bles that have disturbed the Pacific 
coast metropolis for many months, 
Ths workingmen were brought to- 
gether on issues purely their own, 
and the result illustrates the political 
power the workingmen can wield 
when thay vote as they talk. 


THE ELECTIONS. 


Aside from the overwhelming re- 


volt of the people of New York 
against Tammany the results of 
Tuesday's election do not en?:st un- 
usual interest. 
The expected hap- 


pened in nearly every instance* In- 
creased republican majorities in Ohio 
and Iowa doubtless were rather a sur- 
prise to republican themselves. 
The 


strength the party in power dis- 
played in every state not admittedly 


democratic shows pretty clearly that 
the tide has not yet in democratic- 
wards. 


It is much to be regretted that 


Pennsylvania and Philadelphia could 
not redeem themselves from the 
grasp of gang rule. But so complete- 
ly are both the commonwealth and 
the city under the domination of the 
Quay element that redemption seems 
hopeless. 


In Maryland it appears at this 


writing that the legislature will be 
democratic on joint ballot, assurance 
of course, that Arthur P. Gorman will 
go back to the United States senates 
Notwithstanding the new franchise 
laws which deprived thousands of 
negroes of the ballot, the democrats 
seem to have had a close call. 


TAMMANY DRIVEN OUT. 


The civic conscience was aroused 


from its lethargy in New York yes- 
terday and decency triumphed over 
corruption and villainy. 
The me- 


tropolis of the nation, recking with 
the filth of official depravity, has re- 
solved to cleanse itself. Croker and 
T^mmnny, the em'bodiments of all 
that is vicious and villainous, de- 
praved and dangerous in our civic 
life are hurled from the high seats 
of power from which they have di- 
rected the misgovernment and plun- 
dering of one of the earth's greatest 
cities. 


The election of Seth Low over Ed- 


ward M. Shepard is not a party vic- 
tory. Low stood for the ideas of all 
the civic elements that were opposed 
to Crokerism. 
The victory is the 


more notable for that Croker sought 
to escape the disgust and anger his 
misrule had raised to curse him by 
putting up to beat Low a man who in 
character and fitness was Low's 
equal. But the people could not be 
fooled nor the tide of revolt stemmed. 
Not even Shepard could give Tam- 
many respectability. Without doubt- 
ing that Shepard would make an ad- 
mirable mayor, the aroused people 
were not to be swerved from deter- 
mined purpose to punish Tammany. 


It is a great responsibility that has' 


fallen upon Seth Low and a great 
opportunity that has come to him. 
To purge New York of the foulness 
that has festered so long and 
so 


deep is a mighty task. But we be- 
lievo him equal to it. He goes into 
office unhampered by partisan -obli- 
gations. He was elected by a coali- 
tion that represented all political 
parties, and in the broadest sense is 
the choice of the people he is called 
to serve. Such a triumph of public 
conscience over organized and en- 
trenched corruption calls good citi- 
zens everywhere to courageous exer- 
cise of political independence, 
the 


one thing which always has and al- 
ways will vouchsafe the perpetuity 
of our civic institutions.

MARYLANDER BEGINS SPEECH 


PAYS COMPLIMENT TO LEMLY 


AND HANNA. 


SHORT SESSION TOMORROW 


ADMIRAL DEWEY TO REMOVE 


HIS WIFE TO CITY. 


Washington, Nov. C.—The entire 


time of the Schley court of inquiry 
today was devoted to argument iu 
Admiral Schley's behalf. Immedi- 
ately after the court convened at 11 
o'clock this morning1 Captain Parker 
proceeded with his address and he 
was followed without less of time by 
Hon. 
Isidore 
Raynor, 
Admiral 


Schley's chief counsel. Captain Par- 
ker took up the discussion of the sub- 
ject where he had left off yesterday, 
considering in turn the rcconnoisance 
of May 31, the coaling question and 
the battle of July 3, including the 
loop of the Brooklyn* His address of 
this 
morning was comparatively 


brief. Mi\ Raynor began his speech 
with a discussion of the second speci- 
fication of the precept relating to the 
circumstances attending the move- 
ments of the flying1 squadron off Cien- 
fuegos, and then proceeded to con- 
sider very briefly the cruise from 
Cienfuegos to Santiago, which is cov- 
ered by the third specification. Hv 
passed from these specifications to the 
sixth, and went from that to the end 
of the list, before 'he returned to spec- 
ification one, reserving that and the 
fourth and fifth specifications for the 
close of his argument. These latter 
specifications related to the Santiago 
campaign and to the charge of dis- 
obedience of orders, and were reserved 
for the latter part of the speech be- 
cause of their importance. The audi- 
ence today was larger than on yester- 
day. There were 1?SOO applications 
for reserved seats today. 


Captain Parker talked for twenty- 


five minutes and was followed by Mr. 
Raynor. 
He maintained that the 


blockade of Santiago -was effective. 
He defended Commodore Schley's re- 
connoissance of Hay 31, saying -he 
had acted wisely in determining the 
actual conditions. In this line of pol- 
icy he said that Commodore Berkley's 
conduct was paralleled by tha" of 
Admiral Dewey in Asiatic waters 
when the latter remained for several 
days in Hirs Bay. 
Regarding the 


loop made by the Brooklyn Captain 
Parker declared it was the wisest 
movement that could have been 
made. 
All talk about the Brooklyn 


going to the southward he character- 
ized as "moonshine." ''If the Span- 
ish gunners could have shot as the 
Americans did," declared Captain 
Parker, ''Admiral Schley, instead of 
being on trial as he is today, would 
be in a sailorTs grave." 


Captain Parker concluded with a 


glowing tribute to Admiral Schley, 


MR. RAYJTOR BEGINS. 


Mr. Raynor began his argument at 


11:25. 
He paid a compliment to 


Judge Advocate Lemly and his as- 
sistant, Mr. Hanna, for the "most 
judicial impartiality with which they 
have managed this case." 


Mr. Raynor made a plea for tho 


consideration of questions from what 
was at that time Commodore Schley's 
point of view, 
"Let us," he said, 


"put ourselves in his place and see 
what the circumstances were. 
We 


nil know now what it would have 
been wise to do." 


A SHAP.P TILT. 


While Itfr. Raynor was discussing 


the testimony of Lieutenant Com- 
mander Potts before the Sdiley court 
of inquiry this afternoon* lie said 
that the commander had said that he 
was always "scared in battle." Cap- 
tain Lemly 
prater-ted against tins 


language and a sharp verbal en- 
counter between the two occurred, in 
which Captain Lcmly said that Mr. 
Baynor was "unreliable." 


'•You/' replied Mr. Raynor, *'are 


not only unreliable, but you are of- 
fensive." 


Admiral Dewey interfered to say 


that the court would consider all the 
testimony; that Lieutennnt Potts had 
said that he was scared, but that Mr 
Raynor had stretched the testimony 
a little. There was, however, no oc- 
casion for ascerbity. Captain Lemly 
then said he regretted having made 
the remark and Mr. Raynor con- 
tinued his speech. 


Admiral Dowey announced privr.to- 


ly before the opening of the court to- 
day that there would be no morning 
session of the court tomorrow. Mrs. 
Dewey has been indisposed recently 
and the admiral will devote the fore- 
noon tomorrow to removing her from 
their home in the suburbs to their 
city residence. 


During the passage at arms be- 


tween Captain Lemly and Mr. Ray* 
nor, the former accused the latter of 
attempting to traduce the reputation 


of an officer. This, he eaid, he had 
no right to do. 


"And you," replied MCr, Rayncr, 


"have no right to traduce the reputa- 
tion of Admiral Schley." 


At 3:25 Mr. Raynor closed his ar- 


gument for Admiral Schley. 
Ad- 


miral Schley was in tears as he deliv- 
ered his peroration. A wave of ap- 
plause swept over the room as Mr. 
Raynor concluded. 
The court then 


adjourned until 2 o'clock tomorrow. 


AGAIN FOR SAMPSON. 


Washington, Nov. 6.—E. S. Theall, 


acting on behalf of Slayton & Camp- 
bell, who was retained by Admiral 
Sampson to look after the latter's 
interest before the court of inquiry, 
today sent a letter to the court pro- 
testing against the inclusion in the 
record of certain statements deemed 
to reflect upon Admiral Sampson's 
conduct at Santiago* 
The letter is 


addressed to Admiral Dewey, 'as pres- 
ident of the court, and is as follows: 


"1. 
While fully cognizant of and 


abiding by the decision of the court 
that Rear Admiral W. T. Sampson, 
TJ. S. N., is not a party interested and 
that notice will be given the admiral 
when the court so considers him, I 
have the honor to make the following 
request on behalf of the admiral. 


*2. 
Arguments by counsel being 


matters of record in the case and re- 
ceiving wide circulation with the 
public, it is respectfully submitted 
that argument by counsel upon mat- 
ters regarding any official acts of 
Admiral Sampson which he has not 
been permitted to defend, and which 
the court by an expressed ruling has 
excluded from the evidence in the 
case, is eminently improper, and it is 
respectfully requested that the state- 
ment made by counsel for Admiral 
Schley in argument yesterday at the 
slose of the afternoon session to the 
effect th^t Admiral 
Sampson per- 


mitted the Spanish cruiser Colon to 
lie in sight without attack in the 
harbor of Santiago, Cuba, from the 
time of his arrival on June 1, 1898, 
to about 10:35 a. m. of that day, be 
either stricken from the records in 
the case, or evidence be introduced by 
which Admiral Sampson may be per- 
mitted to defend such a grave accu- 
sation involving his honor as a naval 
officer. 


"It is further most earnestly and 


most respectfully requested that 
counsel in the future be restricted to 
the evidence adduced ns regards the 
official acts of Admiral Sampson, and 
not be_permitted to Include those 
matters expressly ruled out by the 
court and which the admiral has not 
been permitted to defend, thereby 
preventing a manifest injustice, and 
the induction of accusations against 
the admiral in the record by indi- 
rect means, which was deemed im- 
proper by the court by direct means."

TJse of Interurban Lines- 


Sewer Committee Meets. 


Councilman Sordelet's committee to 


report on the municipal ownership of 
interurban terminals met last night 
at the city hall and held a protracted 
session lasting, until nearly 11 
o'clock.

life is as it is; she is unfortunate, but 
she is not the only one who is un- 
fortunate." 
He then 
traced the 


downward path of the girl and en- 
deavored to show that Dunn had 
taken her in largely as an act of 
kindness. 


THEOKY OF ACCIDENT. 


"Charles Dunn did not kill Alice 


Cothrell. 
I said a little while ago I 


thought her death accidental. 
It 


does appear that the girl was a little 
bit troublesome; not bad. 
Marie 


did not like her. Alice was seen at 
the window by Hettie Haire after 2 
o'clock. 
That face disappeared from 


the window and I think that either 
in her haste to get away she slipped 
and fell into the open cistern, or that 
Marie Sampleson, irritated at find ing 
her at the table, pushed her av/ay, 


j and that the little form slipped into 


, the cistern opening and sank beneath 
the water; that Marie, horrified at 
tho awful occurrence, feared to tell 
of it. 
I do not see how Marie and 


no other person came to sse that littla 
girl in the alley. 
You, gentlemen, 


v/ill not believe Marie Sampleson as 
against Hettie Haire. 
I don't think 


she meant to kill her; I do not think 
she intended to push her in that cis- 
tern, but such, gentlemen, is the so- 
lution." 


While paying a high tribute to the 


ability and integrity of the officials, 
Mr. Morris expressed tli3 belief that 
the conclusions at the first pest mor- 
tem examination held were reached 
without adequate investigation.

spect the premises. 


The state attacked the defense in 


tlie Dunn murder case today along 
:wo important lines. 


Numerous -witnesses -were called to 


testify as to the reputation borne by 
Dunn in the neighborhoods where he 
has resided. Most of them said that 
the accused man's reputation so far 
as concerns his morals is bad. Many 
of these -witnesses have known the 
prisoner for a long term of years. 


This afternoon the state began to 


batter at the expert testimony of the 
defense, and members of the last 
<*rand jury, which indicted Dunn for 


to

the jury has fixed his punishment at 
life imprisonment in the state's 
prison. 
The verdict was returned 


by the jury this afternoon. 


It was about 2 o'clock that a re-

O'Rourke and left the room to notify 
the attorneys in tho case. 
No one 


in the court room, aside from Judge 
O'Bourke, had more than a suspicion 
of "what was coming.

attorneys and newspaper men. Dulin 
himself entered later in charge of 
Sheriff Stout.

that any reasonable time would be 
.llowed ill which to file such a mo- 
tion if counsel for the defense de- 
ired to do so. 
Dunn was brought from the jail to 
he court room in the patrol wagon, 
and the proceedings in the court 
•oom ^occupied but a few minutes. 
Dunn was returned to his quarters in 
the jail, and the court room was prac- 
tically cleared in half an hour front 
the time the jurors filed in with their 
verdict. 
They had retired to tha 


room at 
5:30 
o'clock Wednesday 


evening, and had occupied twenty 
hours and forty-five minutes in their 


murder, were called to testify as 
what the testimony of the experts 
had been before the grand jury. 


The

in attendance was 


smaller than on the days preceding. 
Nothing of a sensational character 
was developed and the monotony of 
the testimony served to lessen the 
interest among those who remained 
to hear it. There were occasional.ob- 
jections "from Mr. Coleriek over the 
form of the questions put and of the 
construction placed upon the -words 
"general moral character," but there 
was no rigid cross-examination in 
any case. The state had subpoenaed 
about fifty witnesses for examination 
at this stage of the proceedings and 
the larger number of them were on 
the stand during the forenoon.

quired to complete the testimony.

MB. EMRICK OPENS. 


Prosecutor Emrick made the open- 


ing argument on behalf of the state 
at the beginning of court this morn- 
ing. In his opening words Mr. Em- 
rick expressed his belief that it was 
a matter of congratulation to all that 
the case was nearing the end. 
It 


had been a long- and arduous labor, 
but it was necessary to find out what 
the witnesses knew, and if much of 
the subject matter seemed to be re- 
petition, it was unavoidable. Jurors 
had, however, listened patiently be- 
cause it was their duty as good citi- 
zens to do so. 


The state has only wanted to try 


this case fairly. The state does not, 
in this or any other case, nsk a con- 
viction not warranted by the law and 
the evidence.

It fol- 
lows: 


A PROCLAMATION. 
"The season is nigh when, according to the time-hallowed custom of 


our people, the president appoints a day as the especial occasion for 
praise and thanksgiving: to God. 


"This Thanksgiving finds the psopls still bowed with sorrow for the 


death of a great and good president. We mourn President McKinley be- 
cause we so loved and honored him; and the manner of his death should 
awaken in the breasts of our people a keen anxiety for the country, and at 
the same time a resolute purpose not to be driven "by'any calamity from 
the path of strong, orderly, popular liberty which as a nation we have 
thus far saiely trod. 


';Yet in spite of this great disaster, it is nevertheless true that no peo- 


ple on earth have such abundant cause for thanksgiving as we have- 
The past year in particular has been one of peace and plenty. 
We have 


prospered in tilings material and have been able to work for our own up- 
lifting In things intellectual and spiritual. 
Let us remember that, as 


much has been given us, much will be expected from us; and that true 
homage comes from the lieart as well as from the lips and shows itself 
in deeds. 
We can best prove, our thankfulness to,the Almighty by the 


way in which on this earth and at this time each of us does his duty to his 
fellow men. 


"Mow, 
therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, president of the United States, 


do hereby designate as a day of general thanksgiving, Thursday, the 
twenty-eighth, of tbis present November, and do recommend that through- 
out the land the people cease from their wonted occupations and at their 
several homes and places of worship reverently thank the Giver of all 
good for Lie countless blessings of our national life. 


"In witnes whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal 


of the United States to be affixed. 


' "Done at the City of Washington, this second daw of November, in 


the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred and one, and of the inde- 
pendence of the United States the one hundred and twenty-sixth.

We expect to show, not by wit- 


ness who made an -examination, of 
the body of the litBe girl in a dimly j 
lighted room toy the aid of a lamp, 
but by expert medical men who made 
their examination in broad day light, 
cut down on the parts, took them : 
away and subjected them to exam- 
ination under a microscope of a thous- 
and magnifying1 power—that no force 
whatever was used upon the little 
child before her death. 


NO EVIDENCE OF IMPURITY. 
Mr. Coleriek said the defense ex- 


pected to show by the evidence of 
physicians that there was no indica- 
tion of impurity in the organs of ths 
dead girl. 
We expect to show that 


in cases of death by, drowning the 
blubbcry substance will corns from 
the lungs, ns it did in tha case of 
Alice Cotlvrell, but no't in crises of 
death by strangulation.

fractured.

State has introduced evidence with

Continuing Dunn detailed hisanove- 


ments on Tuesday, July 2, the day 
attle Alice Cothrell -was lost seen 
alive. Witness said in the forenoon 
he had driven to Hand's woods ~vith 
a man named Smith to cut up into 
.ogs some trees which -had already 
been felled. Smith did not remain, 
but with Cothrell and Beed, who came 
with teams and wagons, witness 
sawed the trees up into logs. He told 
of the loading of the logs and driv- 
ing to Hand's house, where the horses 
were watered, and then proceeding on 
the way to Fort Wayne. Dunn told 
of alighting from the log wagon at 
the crossroad north of Walien, giv- 
ing Reed some directions, and con- 
tinued: 


Took the crosscut saw upon my 


shoulder and started to walk home; 
in the way passing- through some 
timber I had agreed to haul; wanted 
to examine the roads to see if we 
could get out with the logs; stopped 
occasionally to rest a moment; it was 
a very warm day; course taken was a 
zig-zag one to Walien; finally reached 
my own meadow; crossed it and went 
down road to Walien and down the 
lley to my bam.

chief of the genuine "Romany Rye" 
Hungarian 
gypsies of the "United 


States, is camped with his band 
south of Lindemvood cemetery, be- 
tween th-3 railroad and the cemetery 
property. Wednesday King Stanley 
came to the city and presented him- 
self to Mayor Berghoft". 
He said 


that he came to report the presence 
of himself and followers, of whom 
there are about fifty; to assure the 
authorities that all of his party are 
law-abiding and honest; that he per- 
mits no questionable practices, and 
that he wanted to be held personally 
responsible for any 
unlawful act 


committed by any of his band. " He 
finished' the interview by inviting 
the mayor to take dinner with him 
on Sunday, which invitation was ac- 
cepted. King Stanley is an inter- 
esting character, and to The Sentinel 
spoke freely of his life and his peo- 
ple. As is well known, the genuine 
gypsy headquarters are near Day- 
ton, Ohio, where the king has a 
noble estate, a legacy from Queen 
Stanley, who died about four years 
ago. The king is a robust, heavy- 
•set man, swarthy as to complexion, 
and decorated with a heavy mustache 
and sidewhiskers a la Burnsdde. He 
confesses to fifty-eight years of age. 
He dresses like' a well-to-farmer, and 
in order to make his pants set well 
he weights his pockets with §20 gold 
pieces, of which he always carries 
enough to prevent any bagging at 
the knees. In this repect he is very 
similar to newspaper reporters. He 
spsaks with a strong accent, 
but 


uses good English in a general way. 
"I was born in Hungary," said he to 
The Sentinel, "in a gypsy camp, as 
was my father before me. I -have 
been king of the American gypsies 
for nearly four years and never had 
any trouble. 
The Romanies never 


have trouble. You go yourself some 
day and lose your job on the news- 
paper and then you get a covered 
wagon and some friends and horses, 
and you go out on the road and say 
you are gypsies, but you are not; 
you are just loafers, and you don't 
care who you have with you, and you 
travel through the country and trade 
horses, and 
sometimes steal, and 


then everybody says, 'Gypsies are 
near; they are bad! Lock up your 
cellars; gypsies arc here!' It is not 
so. 
English gypsies! 
Pooh! (this 


in a tone of unutterable contempt). 
English thieves, that's all. My peo- 
ple are all like one family, and we 
don't steal and don't trade horse; 
not often. 
My women go to to1 


and tell fortunes and sometimes sell 
little trinkets 
which they 
make. 


That's honest, ain't it? I buy and 
sell horses—never trade. If -I sae a 
horse that I want I buy him 
cheap as I can; that's my business. 
If a man wants a horse that I have 
got I sell him for as much as I can 
get; that's the other fellow's busi- 
ness. When I get to a big town I 
go and see the mayor and policeman 
and tell him that I am here and that 
my people will be in town. I tell 
Mm we are honest and that if he can 
find a dishonest one in my party I'll 
give him a thousand dollars. And 
I am willing to deposit the monsy 
with tbe mayor, too; not all mayors, 
but some; some 
wouldn't give it

way, I tell them not to bother my 
people; that I will be responsible for 
anything, and I guess I am worth 
it.

home yet when little girl disap- 
peared; thought little girl might ha-re 
prone through the house any time be- 
tween 1:15 and 2 o'clock; Dunn dii 
not tell witness to fix time; did not 
see Dunn carry girl dovmstairs; "did 
not see anybody strangle the girl- 
All drank cistern water ever since 
they lived there.

Cotlirslls now live; then moved four 
doors north, where lie rssidsd when 
arrested. -Remember the day Alice 
Cothrell was misssd—Tuesday, July 
2. That morning Cothrell, Dunn and 
I vent to Mr. Hand's woods niter 
logs; left ihs barn at mill between 
G:30 and 7 o'clock, standard time. 
After we started home with logs 
Dunn rode on my wagon, but left us 
about two and a quarter miles north 
of Wallen and went south towards 
Wallen; he 'had crosscut saw on his 
shoulder. We drove on about half 
mils and stopped and fed. 


WHEN DTTSTN LEFT. 


It wr.s between 12:30 and 1 o'clock 


that Dunn left us. I had stopped 
just west of that point to get a jug 
of water; Dunn was sitting- on load 
of logs when I got it. We met 
farmers with two wagons and hay- 
racks going after hay; did not know 
the jnen; this was about quarter- mile 
from where Dunn left us.

feeding we drove to Port 'Wayne. 


Got to Port Wayne with logs about

night at Smith & Randall's sawmill. 
Got home to Wallen that night about 
9 o'clock or little later.

were there. First heard that Alice 


•RS missing- just south of WallsTi 


about 9 o'clock; met Edna Cothrell, 
Rosn. Mains and her 'brother. 


After supper Cothrell and I got a 


horss from the north side of Dunn's 
stable and drove to Fort 
Wayne. 


Sawdust was kept in barn for bed- 
ding; it was kept on. south side of 
barn, at east side of west double 
stall; pile of sawdust was six or 
seven feet square and about two and 
a half feet deep; would-not pass it 
in putting- away Cothrell's horses. 
Harness was kept just behind horses. 
Only small pile of sawdust on north 
side of bam. Overhead were a few 
old pieces of harness, etc., 'but noth- 
ing to feed horses.

Reed Resumed the witness stand at 


the opening of court this afternoon. 
Replying to Judge Hench's question. 
Reed said on Friday, July 5, he heard 
Mrs. Dunn say to Dunn at dinner: 


WOULD SEARCH CISTERN". 


;fWhy don't you search the cistern? 


She might be in there." 


He said: "All right; I'll search the 


cistern after dinner—just to please 
you." 


Dunn did not search it. A similar 


request was made by Mrs. Dunn on 
Saturday. 
He said: Well, I was 


going to -search, it yesterday and for- 
got it. I'll search it right after din- 
ner." 


Thursday evening Dunn said he ex- 


pected men would want some money 
Saturday; said -w.c wouii take logs to 
town next day, so he would have a 
way of getting money. Cotlirell was 
not there. 


Left the house Friday morning- 


about 7 o'clock to go to Griswold'o 
woods after logs. I took my load to 
town; first drove to Dunn's mill at 
Wallen; got there a little tifter din- 
ner. About fifteen or twenty parsons 
were 
thera when wo 
unhitched. 


Dunn stayed at home that afternoon. 
I brought my logs to Paul's pulley 
works. Dunn's logs were unloaded 
at the sido of the road. 


Witness slept upstairs on north 


side of house; Marie upstairs on south 
side. Rooms opened out into a hall. 
Dunn found Marie and witness to- 
gether in first house they lived in at 
Wallen; saw them a number of times 
After they moved to other house he 
saw us a number of times in the 
morning; in same bed. 


CROSS EXAMINATION. 


On the cross-examination by Mr. 


Colerick, Reed said aftar they ha-, 
moved out of the Cothrell house about 
a month the intimacy between wit- 
ness and Marie began; she came to 
his bed. 


Horses driven by witness Thursday 


were ''Bill" and ''Fred;" Cothrell 


drove "Jerry" and "Frank." Tues- 
day night '.7e us;?. "3>ick" to come to 
Fort Wayne. Witness got iiorss from 
barn; harnessed it outside; Cothrell 
was with me; we h&d a light, but did 
not take it into the barn. 


Marie Sampleson was present whf-n 


Mrs. Dunn spoke of the cistern. 
Don't remember of Uarie saying any- 
thing about closing cistern. Did not 
hear her say she had saen Alice after 
she had closed the cistern. 


Cross-cut saw carried by Dunn was 


about six feet long; it had fcaen used 
by us in cutting logs from 9 o'clock 
on. Dunn helped, and then rode to 
ths point where he left us to walk to 
Wallen. Lc^s were from, twenty to 
twenty-four or twenty-six inches in 
diameter .three on each wagon, and 
ten and sixteen feet long. It was a 
very warm day. 


When witness was asked if he 


knew whether Mrs. Dunn was crazy, 
state objected to the question, nnd 
was sustained. State was also sus- 
tained in its objection to the question 
as to what Dunn's treatment of his, 
wife was. 


Dunn did not follow Cothrell nnd I 


to the barn Tuesday night; there 
were some small children around 
there, but no grown persons. Three 
doors on east side of barn; only a 
small opening on north side; similar 
opening 011 west side; small door on 
south side, about Isl^ feet in size, 
two feet above the ground. Witness 
gave size and positions of various 
doors and openings in sides of barns; 
no locks on doors; anyone can enter 
it at will. 


There is a cistern in saw mill; 


water four to five feet deep; co'ald net 
tell depth of cistern. 


Answering Judge Hench in the re- 


direct examination, witness said light 
used by himself and Cothrell Tuesdar 
nigiht was a lantern. Small doors in 
sarn were used for cleaning out barn. 


Replying" to Mr. Colerick, witness 


said it .had never before been so late 
as 9 o'clock when he returned from 
hauling logs to Fort Wayne. 


To Judge Hench's question, witness 


said it was 3 o'clock or later when he 
and Cothrell returned from Fcit 
Wayne the night they wei-e hunting 
for Alice. Went to liis room on north 
side upstairs; think nobody spoke as 
I crime in. 


Replying to Mr. Colerick, witness 


said he supposed he could have seen 
anybody who happened to b= lying 
on the first lounge as he came in.

Ask why it is that the Jews are so 


antagonized, and the very difference 
if reasons assigned makes it plain 
hab the mystery is to deep for us to 
solve. One will tell you it is because 
hey are clannish. 
But if they -were 


exclusive in ancient times, while they 
believed themselves pets of Provi- 
dence, that cannot be the reason now, 
'or at present they do not regard 
rhemselves favorites of deity. Others 
account for the common hostility to 
the Jews because they always get the 
best of a bargain. 
But if the ability 


to get and the practice of getting the 
best of a bargain is enough to array 
a mass against a class, we should ex- 
pect to see the people in general rise 
against our multimillionaire class. In 
henrt the .multitude do hate them, 
but there is no persecution plotted or 
practiced. 
Why, then, are the He- 


brews both hated and persecuted? 
Here is one of the many instances 
wherein human understanding either 
stumbles or stands baffled before a 
mysterious fact in God's world. 


The oppTessor is succinctly dePcri'b- 


ed (lesson v., 8) In one line: 
"There 


arose a new king 'over Egypt which 
knew not Joseph." 
His name was 


Seti I., and in the museum at Boulak 
his embalmed body is now on exhibi- 
tion. "Of ail the Egyptian monarchs 
whose faces lie bare to the eyes of 
modern sight-seers," the face of this 
Seti I. is said to be the most "refined 
intelligent, high-bred and cheerful.' 
As is understood, he ascended the 
throne about forty-seven years aftei 
the death of Joseph. 
This 
would 


give time for Joseph and his services 
to be forgotten. 
And as most likely 


the Israelies -were wont to press every 
plea for privilege or promotion 


one describes Seti I.: 
He was "the 


jackal leaping through the land of 
his enemies, the grim lion, the power- 
ful bull with sharpened horns who 
annihilated the peoples." 
And ene- 


mies he had in plenty. 
His empire 


did not extend over all Egypt. There 
were other sovereigns in the valley of 
the Nile from whom Seti I. was ex- 
posed to attack. 
Therefore he need- 


ed the Israelites as helpers in time 
(lesson v., 10) of war. 
How to se- 


cure them as supporters and yet hold 
them as subjects w.is the question. 


TYRANNY COMMON". 


Doubtless the monarch had heard 


of the hope of Israel to return to 
heir native land some day, nnd he 
eared if tiiey were given free scope 
they would become allies of an in- 
rader—"when there ^alleth out any 
var they also join themselves unto 
air enemies."

he Jews justly and thus to win then 
support by, human treatment did no 
dawn on the head or heart of the 
despot, just because he was a despot 


Of aH tne arguments made to prove 


that man is an evolutionary resul 
out of the beast order next uudei 
aumanity, there is but one argumen 
that appears -weighty. That is the 
natural heartlessness of the stronge 
toward the weaker. Despots are no 
occasional curiosities in the human 
species. 
The tyrannical is a com 


mon disposition, in mankind. True 
there has been progress to the ex 
tent thac despots who wield sword 
and scepters are not permitted t 
play the -monster after the pattern 
of very ancient tryants.- But whil 
modern times had a Catharine d 
Medici, a Lucretia Borgia, and 
Nero, we cannot say that Seti I. o 
the Pharoahs was notably wors 
than these crowne'd criminals of th 
Christian ages. 


But the oppression which Seti in 


troduced was 
certainly 
demonis 


enoug'h to suit the temper an'd test 
even of Satan. First he robbed th 
descendants of Israel aivd Joseph o 
the freedom which they had so wt 
earned by service to the welfare o 
Phaxoah in famine time and aftei 
ward. And wlien we are told (lesso

Constantinople, Oct. 31—The Turk- 


ish government is already preparing 
to resist the anticipated demand of 
the United States for repayment of 
the ransom necessary to secure the 
release of Hiss Ellen M. Stone, the 
abducted American missionary. 


The porte repudiates all responsi- 


bility for the kidnaping of 
Miss 


Stone and maintains that the United 
States has no claim against Turkey 
and that, -therefore, the latter is jus- 
tified in refusing to 
recoup 
the 


United States for the money erpend- 
ed in her rescue. 


A high Turkish official this mom- 


ing informed a representative of the 
Associated Press that the Turkish 
resistance of any claims "would 
be 


•baed upon the contentions: 


First, that Miss Stone, although 


"warned of the dangers of the road, 
persisted in traveling; second, that 
she did not notify the authorities of 
her intention in order to obtain an 
escort, which precaution even 
the 


foreign consuls always take when 
traveling in such outlying, insecure 
districts of the empire, and, third, 
thai the brigands -who kidnaped Miss 
Stone and her companions were Bul- 
garians, that the coup was planned 
in Bulgaria and that sanctuary was 
found in Bulgarian territory. 


DECEPTION FOB MISS STONE.
